An  Act  to  abolish  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  in  the  State  of  Gujarat  and  to 
make  provisiohs  consequent  on  such  abolition. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Fifteenth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows:-
